"Resolved,  that  we  congratulate  the  Minneapolis  Journal  on  the  high 
moral  stand  it  has  taken  in  refusing  all  liquor  advertisements,  and  that 
Ave  pledge  our  hearty  support  to  this  and  to  every  other  publication 
which  dares  to  commit  itself  to  this  great  moral  reform." 

Anniversary — On  motion  of  D.  Morgan,  the  Committee  on  Program 
was  instructed  to  arrange  a  Conference  Claimants  Anniversary  service, 
for  this  session.

growth  of  Methodism  and  the  changing  conditions  resulting  therefrom; 
that  the  needs  of  the  work  require  a  different  kind  of  supervision  than 
heretofore;  that  many  of  our  charges  have  developed  sufficient  strength 
so  that  it  is  not  necessary  for  the  District  Superintendent  to  be  present 
at  the  second  and  third  quarterly  conferences;  that  he  should  be  left 
free  to  visit  oftener  those  charges  that  are  weak,  and  remain  as  long 
as  the  needs  of  work  require;  that  the  time  is  ripe  for  a  movement 
toward  larger  districts  and  fewer  District  Superintendents,  therefore: 

"We,  the  members  of  the  Minnesota  Lay  Conference  respectfully 
petition  that  the  number  of  districts  in  said  Conference  be  changed 
from  four  to  three.  And  we  furthermore  endorse  the  action  taken  by 
the  ministerial  Conference  looking  to  this  end.  We  take  this  oppor- 
tunity to  express  our  unswerving  loyalty  to  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  its  institutions  and  economy.    H.  E.  Woodis."

At  3:30  o'clock  Wm.  McKinley  preached  a  sermon  in  commemora- 
tion of  his  entering  the  ministry  and  the  Minnesota  Conference  fifty 
years  before. 

Following  the  sermon  the  Deaconess  Consecration  service  was  held. 
In  the  evening  at   8  o'clock  Bishop  W.  F.  Oldham   delivered  the 
Missionary  address. 
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ManKato  District 

Every  annual  conference  is  a  judgment  day  upon  our  record  for 
the  year.  We  front  the  figure  of  Justice,  with  scales  and  sword,  and 
cnly  a  merciful  God  can  fill  us  with  courage.  The  record  this  year 
is  not  all  that  we  would  have  it,  and  yet  it  may  not  be  lacking  in 
proof  of  faithful  service  and  considerable  achievement.  I  shall  not  en- 
deavor to  say  all  that  is  in  my  heart  concerning  the  pastors  and  their 
families,  but  only  suggest  something  of  that  which  they  have  accom- 
plished. 

In  material  gain  we  can  speak  with  some  comfort  and  confidence, 
although  the  year  itself  has  severely  tested  the  loyalty  and  generosity 
of  our  people  because  of  the  loss  of  crops  suffered  in  many  parts  of 
the  district.  There  have  been  three  churches  dedicated  during  the 
year,  the  plans  for  which  were  conceived  and  pledges  partially  re- 
ceived during  the  preceding  years.  Granada,  costing  nearly  three 
thousand,  two  hundred  dollars,  all  of  which  has  been  pledged,  but  with 
$1100  yet  unpaid.  * 

Winnebago,  $15,000;   all  pledged;   $6,000  unpaid. 

Mankato   (Centenary),  $30,000;   all  pledged;   $6,700  yet  unpaid. 

Enough  money  was  pledged  above  the  debt  on  the  Winnebago 
church  to  secure  a  fine  Manual  Estey  organ  and  at  Mankato  a  magni- 
ficent pipe  organ. 

The  pastors  of  these  charges,  Brothers  Allen,  VanCamp,  and  Clare, 
though  not  heroic  in  stature,  have  all  been  such  in  achievement,  and 
their  people  have  been  appreciative  of  their  efforts.  We  were  assisted 
at  these  dedications  by  Dr.  Stout,  Bishop  Berry,  and  Dr.  Jennings,  all 
of  whom  were  inspirational  and  profitable  to  us  in  their  service. 

We  have  a  new  parsonage  completed,  thoroughly  modern,  at  Maple- 
ton,  due  largely  to  the  persistent  effort  and  solicitation  of  Brother 
Perry,  who  left  the  charge  in  the  middle  of  the  year,  with  our  consent, 
to  enter  the  educational  field.  The  building  cost  $3,000,  and  is  with- 
out encumbrance.

This  was  the  result  of  the  aggresive,  optimistic  inspirational  leadership 
of  the  pastor,  Brother  Lee.

Welcome,  debts  paid,  $43. 

Wells,  $250;  debts  paid,  $800.

For  this  material  advancement  we  are  devoutly  thankful. 

The  salaries  of  the  pastors  have  advanced  at  some  points,  and  in 
only  a  few  places  will  there  be  a  deficiency.  The  apportionment  for 
Conference  Claimants  will  be  met  as  never  before,  and  henceforth  we 
may  expect  justice  to  the  veterans  as  Law  has  been  enthroned  with 
Grace. 

Benevolences  have  received  more  attention  and  emphasis  from  the 
District  Superintendent  this  year  than  last.  The  equitable  apportion- 
ments from  the  General  Missionary  and  other  Offices  were  distributed 
to  the  charges,  hoping  that  we  might  make  a  strong  advance  over 
former  years.  I  am  not  prepared  to  say  how  well  we  have  succeeded. 
The  hard  times  pressing  upon  many  of  our  people  have  been  mani- 
fested more  in  this  channel  than  in  any  other  of  the  church  enter- 
prises. 

We  are  not  doing  all  that  we  should  in  an  educational  way,  and 
yet  emphasis  has  been  laid  upon  the  necessity  of  our  church  periodi- 
cals in  order  to  intelligent  membership.  We  have  had  one  convention 
held  for  both  ministers  and  young  people  of  the  Epworth  League,  at 
which  in  addition  to  local  help  we  received  stimulus  and  edification 
from  the  addresses  of  Dr.  Sheets  and  Dr.  Spencer  Lewis  upon  the  mis- 
sionary outlook  and  from  Dr.  Eiselen,  of  Evanston,  in  Bible  Study.  A 
number  of  meetings  were  held  of  a  sub-district  organization  in  which 
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topics  were  discussed  and  books  studied  such  as  were  akin  to  the 
postgraduate  program  held  during  the  year.  We  have  endeavored  to 
grapple  somewhat  with  the  problems  found  in  the  various  departments 
of  church  work,  but  not  giving  all  the  time  to  such  as  might  be  made 
profitable. 

The  interests  of  Hamline  University  have  been  faithfully  pre- 
sented in  all  of  our  quarterly  conferences  and  a  goodly  number  of 
students  are  found  in  attendance.  We  suggest  the  most  thorough  at- 
tention on  the  part  of  the  pastors  to  looking  up  the  student  body  for 
cur  own  institution,  as  we  find  occasionally  that  some  of  the  lambs 
have  been  shepherded  in  other  folds. 

In  evangelistic  labors  our  pastors  have  been  earnest  and  active. 
Early  in  the  year  we  formed  the  group  system,  whereby  several  pas- 
tors in  contiguous  territory  or  of  supplemental  talents,  were  grouped  to 
assist  each  other  in  special  revival  effort.  The  plan  was  followed 
faithfully  in  a  number  of  the  groups,  with  varying  success.  We  have 
longed,  however,  -  to  see  more  results  for  our  labors,  and  the  earnest 
efforts  of  some  of  our  pastors  have  seemed  to  bring  but  small  harvest. 
We  can  but  feel  that  the  end  is  not  yet.  The  most  noteworthy  ad- 
vance in  membership  was  at  Amboy,  where  following  the  Lowry  evan- 
gelistic campaign,  and  the  unwearied  pastoral  efforts  of  Brother  Irwin, 
more  than  seventy  were  taken  into  the  church.  Other  points  have 
gained  in  considerable  measure;  Winnebago,  forty-eight;  Wells,  thirty; 
Belgrade  thirty;  Vernon  Center,  twenty-three;  St.  Peter,  eighteen; 
Waseca,  fifteen;  Le  Sueur,  twenty;  Lake  Crystal,  sixteen;  Albert  Lea, 
eleven;  St.  James,  ten;  and  in  lesser  number  at  most  of  the  other 
charges.  For  a  substantial  gain,  over  the  district,  in  spite  of  re- 
movals, we  are  grateful. 

Xone  of  the  homes  of  our  pastors  have  been  entered  by  the  de- 
stroying angel  during  the  year,  and  but  little  serious  sickness  has  been 
suffered.  In  an  epidemic  of  typhoid  fever  at  Mankato,  many  of  our  peo- 
ple were  afflicted,  and  the  pastoral  service  of  Brother  Clare  was  heavily 
diawn  upon.  He  proved  untiring  in  his  endeavors  to  alleviate  the  dis- 
tresses of  the  suffering,  and  reports  that  none  of  his  people  have  been 
taken  away. 

The  district  has  been  well  manned  most  of  the  year.  Brothers 
Miller  and  Gilliland  were  transferred  early  in  the  year  from  Iowa  to  St. 
James  and  Waterville,  respectively,  and  have  done  excellent  work. 

I  hav  enjoyed  increasingly  the  fellowship  of  Pastors  and  people,  and 
it  is  with  some  regret  that  I  bring  this  as  my  final  report.  I  feel 
somewhat  lonesome  in  the  thought  of  leaving  Minnesota,  where  I  have 
spent  the  greater  portion  of  my  life  and  all  the  years  of  my  ministry. 
I  have  come  to  know  so  many  of  the  Pastors  and  people  of  this  State 
that  I  would  gladly  have  our  fellowship  continued.    But  the  new  oppor- 
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tunity  that  lias  opened  in  another  State  has  appealed  to  me  as  giving 
ample  opportunity  to  preach  the  gospel  of  the  Christ  whom  I  love 
while  also  affording  the  privilege  of  closer  relationship  to  purposeful 
young  people,  who  should  be  brought  to  know  of  the  Master  of  Life. 

I  close  this  report  with  a  keen  sense  of  the  imperfectness  of  my 
service  as  Pastor  and  District  Superintendent,  and  an  appreciation  of 
the  splendid  opportunities  extended  to  me  which  from  the  beginning 
ot  my  ministry  have  taxed  all  my  powers.  I  can  only  say  that  I  have 
honestly  tried  to  do  my  best  and  the  grace  of  God  and  of  the  brethren 
has  made  possible  some  measure  of  success.  I  shall  hope  to  meet  many 
of  my  brethren  at  intervals  and  feel  a  comforting  assurance  at  leist 
that  many  of  the  friendships  formed  in  this  Conference  will  last  for- 
ever.

Marshall  District 

In  this  brief  report  I  shall  not  attempt  to  express  my  appreciation 
of  the  pastors  whose  earnest  toil  I  have  witnessed  and  whose  joys  and 
sorrows  I  have  tried  to  share.  I  gratefully  record  that  there  have  been 
no  deaths  in  our  pastoral  ranks.  Even  our  veterans  are  hale  and  strong. 
Brother  Stebbins,  with  thirty-eight  effective  years  to  his  credit,  has  had 
a  good  year  at  Lynd.  Brother  Haley  has,  during  a  part  of  the  year, 
added  street  preaching  to  his  regular  church  services.  Brother  Hanna, 
superannuated  last  year  at  his  own  request,  consented  afterward  to 
supply  Balaton,  where  he  has  been  very  efficient.  Brother  Hunter,  who 
asked  the  supernumerary  relation  one  year  ago,  has  so  improved  in 
health  that  he  will  ask  for  work  this  fall. 

Pastoral  supplies  whose  names  do  not  appear  in  the  Minutes  have 
been  employed  on  the  district  this  year.  Fred  Gooch  has  been  supplying 
at  Ruthton  and  Altoona,  Jesse  Kenderdine  at  Ellsworth,  L.  G.  Davis 
succeeded  F.  L.  Honeywell  at  Wood  Lake,  and  Leroy  Ellis,  E.  R.  Lang- 
worthy  and  F.  F.  Leavitt  have  all  done  service  on  the  Walnut  Grove 
circuit. 

I  am  hoping  that  our  statistical  summaries  will  show  some  gains 
over  last  year  in  spite  of  the  embarrassments  arising  in  many  places 
through  the  substitution  of  foreign- speaking  peoples  for  our  native  Am- 
ericans who  move  away.  In  the  level  regions  of  Southwestern  Min- 
nesota where  dry  years  bring  large  harvests  this  population  movement 
has  been  accentuated  by  seven  wet  years  which  have  given  bloom  and 
boom  even  to  arid  regions  of  the  west.  This  not  only  makes  it  difficult 
for  us  to  open  new  fields  and  acquire  new  property,  but  increases  the 
burden  of  pastoral  support  and  the  difficulty  of  meeting  the  claims  of 
connectional  philanthropy. 
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I  made  an  earnest  effort  at  the  first  quarterly  conferences  to  in- 
crease salary  estimates,  and,  in  spite  of  the  financial  panic  which  was 
then  alarming  the  country,  succeeded  in  a  few  instances.  I  note  with 
satisfaction  a  growing  tendency  to  definitely  arrange  for  the  monthly 
payment  of  the  pastor's  salary,  and  to  provide  for  all  ministerial  claims 
through  a  common  fund.  I  am  expecting  that  salaries  will  be  paid 
in  full,  with  but  few  exceptions.  I  have  called  special  attention  to  the 
law  requiring  that  ministerial  claims  be  pro  rated  in  payment,  so  that 
deficiencies  shall  be  shared. 

At  Lake  Wilson,  where  Brother  Ellis  organized  a  new  class  one  year 
ago,  we  have  acquired  a  church  and  parsonage.  A  good  school  house 
offered  for  sale  by  the  town  was  purchased  and  moved  to  an  eligible 
site,  where  it  is  being  adapted  to  church  purposes.  Aided  by  a  donation 
from  the  Board  of  Church  Extension,  we  shall  soon  dedicate,  with  but 
small  indebtedness,  a  church  worth  more  than  twenty-five  hundred  dol- 
lars. Our  Ladies'  Aid  Society  has  purchased  a  good  parsonage,  on  which 
they  now  owe  five  hundred  dollars.  Much  credit  is  due  our  pastor  and 
people  at  Lake  Wilson  for  these  achievements.  I  should  not  omit  to 
mention  in  this  connection,  the  Mens'  Club  which  Brother  Ellis  organized 
a  year  ago,  and  which  has  been  very  useful. 

In  many  places  our  church  property  has  been  renovated  and  im- 
proved. At  Beaver  Creek  a  new  heating  plant  has  been  installed.  At 
Canby,  where  we  have  no  pastor,  a  few  earnest  people  are  thoroughly 
renovating  our  church.  At  Lakefield,  the  parsonage  has  been  enlarged 
and  improved  in  appearance.  At  Marshall,  alterations  have  been  made 
in  the  church  and  additions  made  to  the  parsonage  furniture,  and  it 
is  proposed  in  the  near  future  to  enlarge  and  modernize  the  church.  At 
Slayton,  the  cost  of  improvements  has  been  about  three  hundred  dollars, 
and  about  that  much  has  been  devoted  to  improvements  at  Luverne, 
Balaton  and  also  on  the  Jackson  circuit.  Clarkfield,  Lamberton, 
Rushmore  and  Tracy,  also  deserve  mention  for  property  improve- 
ments. Our  beautiful  church  at  Redwood  Falls  has  been  seriously  dam- 
aged by  fire;  but  the  loss  was  covered  by  insurance,  and  when  repairs 
are  completed  the  church  will  be  more  attractive  than  ever. 

We  are  making  some  headway  in  the  payment  of  church  debts. 
Our  few  people  at  Bingham  Lake  expect  soon  to  cancel  most  of  their 
debt  of  $265.  At  Hendricks  an  effort  is  now  being  made  to  cancel 
all  local  indebtedness,  and,  through  the  grace  of  the  Board  of  Church 
Extension,  we  hope  soon  to  be  entirely  freed  from  debt  at  Hendricks. 

In  most  of  the  churches  earnest  revival  efforts  have  been  made,  and, 
where  special  services  have  not  been  held,  there  have  been,  I  believe, 
definite  purpose  and  effort  to  increase  the  evangelistic  efficiency  of  the 
regular  services.  In  many  cases  the  pastors  have  conducted  the  revival 
meetings  themselves,  having  the  assistance  of  their  brother  ministers.  At 
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Redwood  Falls  Brother  .Du  Bois  conducted  revival  meetings  for  three 
weeks  and  held  special  services  during  Passion  Week,  and  has  received 
twenty-eight  persons  on  probation  and  by  letter.  About  the  same  num- 
ber have  been  received  at  Marshall  and  at  Heron  Lake,  where  Evangelist 
M.  B.  Williams  assisted  the  pastor,  and  at  Worthington,  where  Presby- 
terians and  Methodists  held  union  services. 

On  the  Hendricks  and  Clarkfield  circuits,  where  the  pastors  were  as- 
sisted by  Evangelists  Ehlers  and  Thompson  ,the  churches  were  quick- 
ened and  increased  in  membership.  Like  results  were  realized  at  Luverne, 
where  the  pastor  was  assisted  by  Evangelist  Anderson.  At  Jackson  and 
Loon  Lake  Brother  Pharo  has  received  over  fifty  additions  to  the  mem- 
bership roll  as  a  result  of  meetings  conducted  by  himself,  most  of  these 
additions  being  at  Loon  Lake,  where  we  had  been  trying  to  sell  our 
church  because  our  people  were  nearly  all  gone  and  our  services  had 
long  been  discontinued.  In  other  places  there  have  been  equally  earnest, 
though  apparently  less  fruitful,  efforts  to  win  men  to  Christ.  I  am 
sure  that  our  pastors  have  appreciated  their  commission  as  evangelists. 
The  incomplete  data  at  my  command  indicate  that  between  three  and 
four  hundred  have  been  received  on  probation  and  by  letter;  but  the 
dismissals  by  letter  and  the  correction  of  membership  rolls  will  probably 
make  our  net  gain  much  less. 

I  have  earnestly  pressed  upon  pastors  and  people  the  claims  of 
our  great  connectional  enterprises,  and  finally  recommended  that  the 
week  beginning  Sept.  13th  be  observed  as  a  week  of  special  prayer  and 
self-denial  in  the  interest  of  these  causes.  I  believe  that  more  than 
the  usual  effort  has  been  made  to  meet  the  apportionments,  but  fear 
that,  on  account  of  the  financial  depression  and  injured  crops,  our  re- 
ports will  show  losses  instead  of  gains  over  last  year. 

I  do  not  know  what  our  Sunday  School  statistics  will  show,  but  am 
sure  that  through  normal  and  teacher-training  classes,  and  through  at- 
tention to  the  organization  and  grading  of  schools,  we  are  getting  more 
intelligence  and  a  better  spirit  into  our  work.  I  have  tried  everywhere 
to  impress  upon  our  people  the  vast  importance  of  our  Sunday  School 
work,  and  have  encouraged  the  organization  of  normal  and  teacher- 
training  classes.  Our  pastor  at  Marshall  is  an  able  specialist  in  this  line, 
and  had  a  normal  class  of  forty  members  last  winter.  There  was  a 
good  class  at  Windom  and  also  at  Redwood  Falls.  I  recognize  Prof. 
A.  M.  Locker,  of  the  Minnesota  Sunday.  School  Association,  as  a  valu- 
able ally  of  the  churches  in  the  Sunday  School  work. 

Our  Epworth  Leagues,  while  contributing  much  to  the  religious 
culture  and  efficiency  of  our  young  people,  are,  in  some  places,  disap- 
pointing the  expectations  of  the  -church.  Our  problem  is  partly  due  to 
unskillful  leadership,  resulting  from  the  fact  that  so  many  of  oul 
ablest  and  best  young  people  leave  home  to  attend  school.    I  have  en- 
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eouraged,  and  note  with  pleasure  the  increase  of  mission  and  Bible-study 
eiasses  in  our  leagues. 

Our  pastors  and  people  are  loyal  to  Hamline  University.  In  my 
visitations  and  through  correspondence  I  have  urged  our  pastors  to 
improve  the  commencement  season  by  preaching  on  the  subject  of  Chris- 
tian education,  and  pressing  the  claims  of  Hamline  University  for  money 
and  students.  They  have  generally  done  this,  and  I  hope  the  record* 
will  show  Marshall  District  second  to  none  in  devotion  to  our  University. 

Our  pastors  are  loyal  to  our  publishing  interests.  Our  Sunday 
Schools,  almost  without  exception,  use  the  literature  prepared  by  our 
own  publishers.  In  spite  of  pastoral  efforts  to  increase  the  subscript- 
ion lists  of  the  Northwestern  Christian  Advocate  and  of  the  Epworth 
Herald,  the  circulation  of  these  periodicals  is  much  less  than  ft  ought 
to  be. 

Concerning  myself  I  will  only  add  that  I  have  tried  to  be  faithful 
to  all  men  and  all  churches.,  and  all  the  interests  of  Methodism.  My 
health  has  been  good,  my  labors  and  travels  abundant.  I  have  been 
absent  from  my  district  but  one  Sunday  during  the  year,  and  then  on 
a  mission  which  I  deemed  important.  During  the  autumn,  winter  and 
spring  I  was  absent  from  home  nearly  all  the  time,  holding  services 
daily.  To  my  brethren  of  the  ministry  and  laity,  whose  courtesy  and 
appreciation  have  given  me  cheer,  and  to  God  who  spares  my  life  and 
gives  me  strength,  I  here  record  my  gratitude.

St.  Paul  District 

With  thanks  to  God  who  has  been  with  us,  appreciation  of  the 
brethren  of  the  ministry  and  laity  who  have  worked  so  faithfully  dur- 
ing the  year,  with  humility  in  face  of  our  failure  to  do  the  highest  and 
best  work,  but  with  a  strong  appreciation  of  the  small  successes  we 
have  achieved,  with  loving  regard  for  the  pastors  and  people  with  whom 
this  District  Superintendent  has  labored  for  the  past  five  years,  this 
report  is  presented  in  the  full  expectation  that  it  will  be  heard  in  a 
spirit  of  charity. 

Some  few  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  district  since  the  last 
session  of  the  Conference.  The  Rev.  C.  H.  Walters,  of  Wabasha,  re- 
signed his  work,  delivering  up  his  parchments  in  order  that  he  might  en- 
ter the  ministry  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church.  The  Rev.  H.  S. 
Noon,  of  Germantown,  Pa.,  is  supplying  the  charge  to  the  delight  of 
oil  concerned. 

The  Rev.  R.  R.  McKaig,  after  a  very  successful  pastorate  at  West 
Concord,  asked  to  be  relieved  in  order  thaf  he  might  enter  the  work 
of  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  in  which  work  he  is  now  en- 
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gaged  in  South  Dakota  and  the  Rev.  Burdette  L.  Main  of  Lima,  N.  Y., 
has  been  very  acceptably  filling  his  place. 

At  Kenyon  the  Rev.  C.  Q.  Page  was  compelled  by  pressure  of  other 
duties  to  resign  his  work  as  supply  pastor  and  the  Rev.  W.  F.  S  tock  - 
dill,  a  superannuated  member  of  the  Conference,  has  been  supplying  his 
place  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  people.  The  Rev.  S.  H.  Addison  has 
supplied  Wesley  Chapel.  At  North  St.  Paul  the  Rev.  Merton  L.  Brann 
was  appointed  as  supply  in  place  of  the  Rev.  J.  W.  Morehouse  who 
chose  to  take  work  in  the  Northern  Minnesota  Conference.  The  Rev. 
C.  G.  Dittmer,  a  Hamline  student,  was  appointed  as  supply  at  Afton, 
where  he  has  done  excellent  work.  All  other  pastors  have  supplied  their 
charges  during  the  year,  as  appointed. 

Membership. 

There  have  been  comparatively  few  large  evangelistic  movements 
during  the  past  year  in  the  District  but  there  has  been  some  growth 
nevertheless  as  a  result  of  faithful  and  persistent  work.  There  have 
been  received  on  probation,  25G;  by  certificate,  447;  from  probation,  215; 
making  a  total  of  6G2  full  members  received.  There  have  been  dismissed 
by  certificate,  215;  removed  by  death,  withdrawn  or  excluded,  56;  mak- 
ing a  total  loss  of  271.  There  has  been  a  total  gain  according  to  the 
figures  in  my  hands  of  391.  This,  will  doubtless  be  modified  by  the 
clearing  up  of  records  of  which  I  have  no  record.  The  largest  number  of 
probationers  were  received  at  Clinton  Avenue,  St.  Paul,  50,  as  also 
the  largest  number  received  from  probation,  42.  The  pastor,  the  Rev« 
A.  S.  Hale,  was  assisted  by  Rev.  W.  A.  Dunnett,  a  Canadian  evangelist 
who  rendered  very  efficient  help.  The  largest  number  received  by  let- 
ter was  at  Hamline^  51,  and  also  Central  Park  with  the  same  figure,  51. 
St.  Anthony  Park  follows  with  49.  Trinity  with  29.  Stillwater  with 
23,  and  First  Church  with  29.  I  heartily  wish  that  all  our  pastors  might 
give  themselves  to  more  definite  evangelistic  work.  I  am  persuaded 
that  still  better  results  may  be  attained  in  all  our  charges. 

Church  Property. 

The  new  church  at  West  Concord  was  completed  and  dedicated  in 
October  by  the  District  Superintendent  and  the  Rev.  R.  N.  Mc- 
Kaig,  D.  D.,  and  the  pastor.,  the  Rev.  R.  R.  McKaig.  The  church  is  a 
beautiful  one,  a  copy  of  the  one  builded  at  Farmington.  It  is  a  credit 
to  the  town  and  is  every  way  complete  and  beautiful.  The  pastor 
handled  the  financial  campaign  for  the  building  of  this  church  in  a  mas- 
terly manner,  and  deserves  the  love  and  favor  in  which  he  is  held  by 
the  citizens  of  the  village.  Two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  was  raised 
on  dedication  day  and  the  most  of "  it  has  been  collected  and  paid  in. 

First  Church,  St.  Paul,  is  pushing  its  church  toward  completion 
though  it  will  be  some  months  before  they  can  be  ready  to  dedicate. 
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It  is  a  very  handsome  structure  and  as  its  walls  rise  the  people  are 
more  and  more  in  love  with  the  design,  and  with  the  materials  of 
which  it  is  constructed.  It  will  worthily  house  a  great  church  in  a  sec- 
tion where  our  Methodism  ought  to  be  very  successful.  There  have 
been  expended  up  to  date  $29,000. 

Red  Wing  was  visited  by  a  fire  last  fall  which  damaged  the  church 
so  seriously  that  it  was  decided  to  tear  down  the  old  structure  and 
build  a  new  building  in  harmony  with  present  needs.  The  walls  of  the 
new  church  are  well  up  and  the  structure  is  to  be  roofed  this  fall. 
It  is  being  built  of  Red  Wing  stone  and  the  wall  as  far  as  it  has  been 
completed  is  greatly  admired  for  its  excellent  workmanship  and  its 
solid  beauty.  The  pastor,  the  Rev.  E.  H.  Goodell,  has  been  most 
tactful  and  efficient  in  raising  the  subscription  and  handling  the  finances. 
He  is  very  highly  appreciated  for  his  faithful  and  successful  service. 
There  have  been  expended  up  to  date  $6,000.  The  dedication  will  not 
occur  until  next  summer.    It  will  cost  when  completed  $25,000. 

Trinity  Church,  St.  Paul,  has  purchased  a  lot  next  to  their  own 
which  was  greatly  needed  for  an  enlargement  of  their  church  plant. 
The  necessity  is  on  them  to  build  a  new  church  and  they  are  bravely 
looking  the  proposition  in  the  face.  One  thousand  four  hundred  and  four 
dollars  has  been  expended  this  year  in  the  purchase  of  the  lot  and  pay- 
ment on  the  parsonage  debt  and  the  Rev.  W.  N.  Jamieson  is  hopeful 
of  seeing  this  desire  of  his  heart  fulfilled  in  the  near  future. 

The  Asbury  Methodist  Episcopal  church  early  in  the  year  decided 
to  change  the  location  of  the  church.  Thej>  secured  a  fine  corner  lot 
Well  located,  builded  a  fine  stone  basement,  removed  and  renovated  the 
church  at  a  cost  of  $1,643.  It  was  a  heroic  effort  for  this  weak  church 
but  was  carried  to  successful  completion.  The  pastor,  the  Rev.  W.  M. 
Holbrook,  conducted  the  campaign  with  tact  and  success. 

The  pastor  at  Owatonna,  the  Rev.  M.  G.  Shuman,  agreed  with  his 
people  that  a  new  pipe  organ  should  be  placed  in  the  church.  There  was 
a  fund  in  the  hands  of  the  Ladies'  Aid  Society  which  made  a  good 
beginning.  The  remainder  was  raised  and  the  organ  was  installed  at  a 
cost  of  $2,300.  It  is  a  beautiful  instrument  made  by  the  Hinners  Organ 
Co.,  a  Methodist  company  which  has  given  great  satisfaction  in  our 
conference.  The  organ  is  highly  regarded  by  the  experts  who  have  tried 
it.    In  tone  and  quality  it  is  all  that  could  be  desired. 

Farmington  church  has  completed  the  payment  of  its  debt  on  the 
new  structure  during  the  year,  having  paid  $1,600.  The  Rev.  O.  V. 
Siniff  has  greatly  endeared  himself  to  the  people  in  the  five  years  during 
which  he  has  been  pastor;  and  has  accomplished  marvels  in  bringing 
about   success   under   conditions   which   were  very  discouraging. 

At  Medford  and  Richland  the  pastor,  the  Rev.  B.  F.  Koch,  is  leading 
his  people  in  a  parsonage  project  which  will  prove  of  great  value  to

the  charge.  A  part  of  the  old  parsonage  is  moved  aside  and  made  into 
a  barn  and  for  this  purpose  it  is  well  suited.  A  still  further  part  is 
used  as  a  summer  kitchen.  The  new  structure,  which  is  two  stories 
high  is  very  sightly  and  convenient.    It  will  cost  about  $1,000. 

The  Clinton  Avenue  church  in  St.  Paul  has  been  improved  and  reno- 
vated at  a  cost  of  $342.  The  audience  room  has  been  greatly  improved 
by  the  lowering  of  the  ceiling,  which  improves  the  appearance  of  the 
room  and  also  remedies  the  defect  in  the  acoustic  properties. 

There  have  .  been  repairs  or  improvements  also  at  the  following 
places  at  the  following  cost:  Cannon  Falls,  $182;  Castle  Rock,  $60; 
Faribault,  $75;  Goodhue,  $175;  Hastings,  $100;  Kenyon,  $40;  Lake  City, 
$140;  Northfield,  $271;  Central  Park,  $700;  King  Street,  $1,530;  Ham- 
line,  $1,400;  Holman,  $1,016;  Stillwater,  $70;  total,  $5,878. 

City  Evangelization  Union. 

St.  Paul  is  greatly  benefited  by  the  grant  made  to  the  work  in  the 
city  by  the  Missionary  Society.  Our  local  City  Evangelization  Union  is 
well  organized  and  is  watching  with  painstaking  care  the  mission  work 
of  our  church.  King  Street  and  Asbury  churches  have  been  greatly 
helped  through  the  society  and  both  will  be  ready  this  coming  year  to 
assume  self  support  though  Asbury  will  still  need  some  aid  in  support 
of  the  pastor.  Grants  of  money  have  been  made  to  Olivet  for  the 
building  of  a  new  church  building  which  is  to  be  erected  this  fall,  and 
a  competent  man  will  be  placed  on  the  ground  to  give  this  great  section 
a  chance.  The  local  churches  have  rallied  to  the  support  of  the  union 
during  the  past  year,  and  are  all  ready  to  do  their  share  in  making 
Olivet  what  it  should  be — a  strong  and  vigorous  mission  church. 

Deaconess  Work. 

The  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  has  had  a  Conference 
Deaconess  at  work  in  the  field  in  the  person  of  Miss  Clara  Midcalf,  who 
has  been  very  faithful  and  successful  in  her  visits  in  the  different 
charges  both  in  and  out  of  St.  Paul. 

The  Deaconess  Home  has  had  a  year  of  fair  success  considering 
the  fact  that  the  work  is  new  and  the  location  is  temporary.  We  have 
occupied  the  parsonage  of  old  First  Church  which  has  been  all  that  was 
necessary  up  to  the  present,  but  the  opening  of  the  work  demands  larger 
quarters.  The  Deaconess  Board  has  been  very  faithful  in  their  work 
and  many  of  the  charges  have  made  contributions  showing  a  lively  in- 
terest. There  are  at  present  five  deaconesses  in  the  home  and  their 
presence  is  an  inspiration  to  the  churches  where  they  are  working.  Plans 
are  on  foot  to  secure  a  larger  and  a  permanent  home  and  the  interest 
among  the  laymen  is  such  that  it  seems  probable  that  in  the  near 
future  we  shall  have  a  property  that  will  be  adequate  to  the  demands 
upon  us,  not  only  for  the  present  but  for  the  future.  If  this  hope  comes 
to  pass  we  shall  need  the  assistance  of  the  whole  Conference. 
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A  full  report  from  the  Conference  Board  of  Nine  will  be  presented 
to  this  body  in  which  all  the  facts  will  be  laid  before  you. 

Hamline  University. 

There  are  many  senses  in  which  Hamline  University  is  the  pride  of 
Minnesota  Methodism.  The  students  who  have  been  graduated  have 
taken  a  prominent  place  in  the  affairs  of  the  church  and  state,  and  their 
stand  has  been  in  the  interest  of  the  best  things.  The  faculty  have  a 
high  place  in  the  esteem  of  all  educational  circles.  The  work  in  the 
school  has  been  ,and  is  of  the  highest  order.  The  student  body  recruited 
from  the  Methodist  homes  of  the  state  cannot  be  excelled  for  ability, 
character  and  faithfulness.  The  "President,  the  Rev.  G.  H.  Bridgman, 
I).  D.,  L.  L.  D.,  has  been  maintaining  his  high  rank  as  a  past  master 
in  the  art  of  managing  finances  under  the  greatest  difficulties,  and  has 
placed  the  school  on  a  solid  financial  basis.  The  Hamline  Methodist 
Episcopal  church,  led  by  its  pastor,  the  Rev.  Dr.  R.  N.  Avison,  has  co- 
operated in  every  possible  way  to  make  the  work  of  the  school  a  suc- 
cess.   The  church  is  to  be  congratulated  on  the  outcome. 

There  have  been  enrolled  this  year  102  in  the  Freshman  Class; 
55  in  preparatory  work;  and  192  other  students,  making  a  total  of 
349.  The  Senior  class  is  more  than  twice  the  size  of  any  class  that 
has  preceded  it,  and  the  prospects  are  for  a  splendid  year.  The  school 
furnishes  a  strong  argument  for  denominational  education,  since  the 
moral  and  religious  life  of  the  students  under  the  direct  influence  of 
Christian  instructors  is  very  satisfactory.  It  is  indeed  a  difficult  thing 
for  an  unconverted  student  to  pass  through  the  course  of  study  with- 
out making  his  life  a  sacrifice  to  the  Master. 

A  new  gymnasium,  which  is  sadly  needed,  is  in  the  mind  of  Presi- 
dent Bridgman,  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  speedily  erecte*  All 
departments  are  porgressing  and  it  is  not  out  of  place  to  say  that  the 
English  Department  under  the  charge  of  Prof.  R.  Watson  Cooper  is 
known  widely  in  educational  circles  and  is  without  a  superior  anywhere. 

Benevolences. 

The  Benevolences  of  the  church  have  had  careful  attention  by  the 
District  Superintendent  and  the  pastors  of  the  churches.  There  has 
been  the  worst  failure  of  crops  in  our  territory  which  has  been  known 
for  years  and  yet  our  laymen  have  not  been  greatly  discouraged  by 
that  fact.  I  am  expecting  that  there  will  be  a  small  advance  over  last 
year. 

We  have  had  at  work  on  the  District,  besides  the  regular  force, 
the  Rev.  F.  H.  Sheets,  D.  D.,  the  Rev.  Geo.  E.  Verity  of  China  who 
made  a  tour  of  the  whole  district,  the  Rev.  R.  C.  Gross  of  India  who 
received  special  help  for  his.  field  and  several  workers  from  the  Home 
and  Foreign  fields  from  our  woman's  work.    We  are  trying  to  keep 
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pace  in  a  territory  which  is  largely  missionary,  with  the  spirit  of  the 
times  which  is  a  missionary  spirit. 

We  submit  this  fifth  report  on  the  St.  Paul  District  and  our  ninth 
as  a  District  Superintendent  with  a  hearty  appreciation  of  the  preachers 
and  laymen  with  whom  we  have  been  associated,  and  a  prayer  for  the 
highest  possible  success  in  the  future  for  all  our  lines  of  Christian 
activity.

Bishop  Wilson,  Fathers  and  Brethren: 

At  the  beginning  of  this  Conference  year,  the  slogan  for  our  district 
was  "an  advance  in  every  department  and  minimum  net  increase  in 
membership  of  ten  on  each  charge."  The  pastor's  reports  may  indicate 
something  of  our  work  to  this  end.  I  wish  that  I  might  particularize 
the  work  of  each  pastor,  and  each  church,  but  time  would  fail  me  to 
tell  of  the  faithful  men  and  women  who  have  wrought  righteousness 
and  obtained  some  promises.    Eternity  alone  can  reveal  all  the  facts. 

The  year  has  been  a  delightful  one,  charming  weather  for  the 
most  part,  abundant  crops,  abundant  work,  abundant  grace.  Nv>  serious 
sickness  and  but  one  death,  that  of  Sister  Squires  at  Stockton,  in  the 
families  of  the  preachers,  who  with  but  three  exceptions  began  their 
work  promptly,  and  have  been  faithful  to  the  end. 

At  the  last  Conference  seven  of  the  thirty-five  charges  were  left 
to  be  supplied.  Supplies  were  announced  in  the  published  minutes  for 
three  of  them,  and  for  the  other  four  I  found  it  very  difficult  to  se- 
cure good  men.  Finally,  however,  Wesley  A.  Mueller,  J.  W.  Mettam, 
and  H.  Hugh  Gower  w^ere  imported,  the  first  from  Missouri,  the  second 
from  India,  and  the  third  from  England,  and  they  are  excellent  impor- 
tations. Blooming  Prairie,  Lyle  and  London  are  held  by  an  occasional 
service.  Later  in  the  year  0.  W.  Trask  left  Brownsdale.  For  three 
months  this  charge  was  without  a  pastor.  I  secured  Wm.  R.  Mem- 
mert  from  the  Moravian  Church  in  Pennsylvania,  who  for  the  past  two 
months  has  been  giving  excellent  satisfaction  in  trying  to  properly 
shepherd  the  scattered  flock.  At  Dodge  Center,  J.  P.  Rawson,  having 
heard  a  call  from  some  source  which  he  regarded  divine,  left  his  charge 
to  assume  the  editorship  of  the  "Aurora  Sun"  in  Nebraska.  Before 
going,  he  closed  up  the  work  in  an  honorable  manner  and  requested  me 
to  ask  for  his  location,  because  he  thought  he  could  -be  of  better  ser- 
vice to  the  world  as  an  editor  than  as  an  itinerant  preacher.  By  the 
consent  of  Bishop  Coodsell  I  combined  the  Fountain  and  Fillmore  charges 
and  added  Wykoff.  Brother  Gower  has  been  serving  the  charge  with 
good  results. 
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The  inadequacy  of  pastoral  support  in  a  number  of  the  smaller 
charges  on  the  district  is  a  serious  embarrassment  and  hindrance.  The 
increased  expense  of  living,  the  demand  for  college  men,  and  the  require- 
ment for  services  twice  every  Sunday  in  the  village  church,  ought  to 
imply  a  reasonable  support.  In  every  charge  the  pastor  is  the  key 
to  the  situation,  and  where  superintendents  of  schools  and  principals  of 
high  schools  are  commanding  from  $75  to  $150  per  month  for  their 
services,  it  is  very  difficult  to  get  the  average  high  school  student  to  lis- 
ten to  a  preacher  who  is  not  as  well  equipped  for  his  work  as  the 
school  teachers  are  for  theirs.  We  have  made  some  progress  in  this 
matter.  Fourteen  charges  have  increased  and  only  one  has  decreased 
the  pastors'  salaries.    The  total  increase  for  the  district  is  $1,585.00. 

Evangelistic  Work. 

We  have  had  but  three  special  Evangelists  to  do  work  on  the  dis- 
trict during  the  year,  Brother  Window  at  Kasson,  Brother  Ludgate  at 
Pine  Island  and  Brother  Anderson  at  Spring  Valley.  Their  methods  were 
sane,  and  while  the  results  were  not  what  we  looked  for  the  churches 
were  strengthened  and  there  were  some  accessions  to  the  membership. 
Nearly  all  of  the  pastors  held  special  services,  some  of  them  with  ex- 
cellent success.  But  most  of  the  accessions  to  the  church  have  been 
secured  by  personal  effort. 

Education. 

We  have  not  failed  to  present  the  claims  of  Hamline  University. 
The  students  from  this  institution  give  good  account  of  the  work  which 
it  does,  whether  as  preachers,  teachers  or  home-makers,  or  men  of  af- 
fairs their  influence  shows  the  value  of  Christian  culture.  The  general 
cause  of  Education  has  been  given  special  attention.  Abount  one 
hundred  and  twenty-four  of  our  young  people  attend  the  various  institu- 
tions for  higher  education,  thirty-five  of  whom  are  at  Hamline  Univer- 
sity. 

Sunday  Schools. 

There  has  been  a  marked  increase  in  the  life  of  our  Sunday  Schools. 
Special  attention  has  been  given  to  the  organization  of  Adult  Bible 
classes,  Cradle-rolls,  and  the  Home  Department.  Wherever  pastors 
have  taken  an  interest  in  this  work,  there  has  been  a  forward  movement.. 
1  he  literature  of  the  church  is  in  high  favor  and  used  in  nearly  all 
of  the  schools. 

Epworth  League. 

The  Epworth  League  has  not  made  the  marked  advance  which  we 
had  hoped.  The  real  success,  however,  is  in  the  number  who  are  really 
benefited  rather  than  in  the  number  who  are  simply  entertained.  Mis- 
pion  Study  Classes  and  Bible  Classes  have  been  formed  in  a  number  of 
p'aees,  and  where  attention  has  been  given  to  these  departments  great 
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benefit  lias  been  derived.  The  interests  aroused  by  the  institute  move- 
ment is  healthful  and  we  are  praying  that  the  League  may  regain  its 
lost  prestige. 

Deaconess'  Work. 

The  apportionment  ordered  by  the  last  Conference  for  the  Deaconess' 
Home  was  made  early  in  the  year,  and  the  people  have  responded  well. 
Miss  Midcalf,  our  Conference  Deaconess,  has  visited  nearly  all  of  our 
charges,  been  cordially  received,  and  her  work  has  been  educative  and 
inspiring.  She  assisted  a  number  of  pastors  in  special  meetings  and 
her  services  were  of  great  benefit. 

Benevolences 

For  the  most  part,  pastors  have  been  faithful  in  presenting  re- 
gularly and  systematically  the  various  benevolent  causes.  I  think  we 
shall  have  a  good  increase  over  last  year,  except  in  the  matter  of  spec- 
ial gifts.  The  greatest  difficulty  encountered  is  in  bringing  to  the  peo- 
ple information  accurate,  authoritative,  and  so  they  can  relate  the 
facts,  conditions  and  exigencies  to  the  present  day  and  to  themselves. 
We  have  tried  to  make  improvement  in  this  respect,  and  I  think  the 
present  arrangement  for  supplying  World-Wide  Missions  and  The 
Christian  Republic  to  our  people  Avill  bring  increased  contributions  for 
the  causes  they  represent.  Fearing  there  would  be  a  shortage  this 
year,  I  made  an  appeal  for  a  Supplemental  Collection.  Where  the  pas- 
tors cooperated  it  was  well  received  and  the  contributions  materially 
increased. 

The  Woman's  Foreign  and  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Societies  have 
wrought  a  good  work.  The  Methodist  Brotherhood  has  met  with  favor 
and  we  hope,  during  the  coming  year,  to  articulate  the  various  men's 
clubs  on  the  district  with  this  movement  and  believe  it  will  aid  in 
consecrating  wealth  and  service  to  bring  the  answer  to  our  universal 
prayer,  "Thy  Kingdom  Come." 

Material  Improvements. 

At  Byron  on  church  and  parsonage,  $60;  Caledonia  on  church  and 
parsonage,  $260;  Chatfield,  new  walks  and  an  old  indebtedness,  $650; 
Claremont,  $171;  Dover,  the  church  has  been  remodeled  and  beautified 
at  a  cost  of  $800;  Elgin,  $145;  Fountain,  $70;  Grand  Meadow,  $75; 
Harmony,  $70;  High  Forest,  $45;  Kasson  for  sidewalks,  $53;  La  Cres- 
cent on  parsonage  and  sidewalks,  $135;  Mabel  and  Canton,  $79;  Min- 
nieska,  new  lights  in  church  and  altar  rail,  $75;  Money  Creek,  $240; 
Pine  Island,  $115;  Plain  view,  $40;  Preston,  electric  lights  in  parson- 
age, $30;  Racine  on  parsonage,  $125;  Rochester,  furnace,  decorations, 
etc.,  $1,700;  St.  Charles,  $150;  church  and  parsonage  at  Spring  Valley, 
$1,070;  Central  Church,  Winona,  $500;  Olive  Branch  church,  $400; 
Lyota  and  Viola,  $330. 

The  most  important  enterprise  of  the  year,  however,  has  been  the 
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completion  of  the  beautiful  McCabe  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  at 
Austin.  The  building  is  not  of  the  conventional  style  of  church  ar- 
chitecture, but  Graeco-Roman.  It  is  78-98  feet,  two  stories  high,  sur- 
mounted by  a  beautiful  art  glass  dome,  occupies  a  most  eligible  lot 
near  the  public  library  and  is  easy  of  access  from  the  residence  and 
business  portions  of  the  city. 

The  basement  story  is  of  concrete,  walls  and  floor,  with  reinforced 
foundation,  and  finished  in  glazed  white  brick.  It  contains  an  assembly 
room,  large  enough  to  accommodate  300  people,  together  with  eleven 
class  rooms,  each  of  which  will  seat  from  twenty  to  forty  and  is  used 
for  Sunday  School,  Epworth  League,  Brotherhood,  and  social  meetings. 
There  is  also  a  kitchen,  dining-room,  two  toilets,  and  a  boiler  room  in 
which  is  installed  a  700  horse  power  heating  plant.  The  auditorium 
occupies  the  entire  main  floor  with  the  exception  of  the  vestibule,  choir 
loft,  choir  room,  and  pastor's  study.  It  will  seat  800  people,  and  has 
a  gallery  seating  of  400,  making  an  entire  seating  capacity  of  1,200. 
At  the  right  of  the  pulpit  and  organ  loft  there  is  a  ladies'  parlor  on 
the  gallery  floor.  The  windows  are  of  stained  glass,  beautiful  in  de- 
sign, modest,  but  rich  in  coloring. 

On  the  walls  are  scenes  in  the  life  of  Christ  in  exquisite  taste, 
done  in  free-hand  work  by  an  artist  of  more  than  ordinary  ability. 
Tliere  is  perfect  harmony  of  subjects  and  color  and  all  decorations 
blend  perfectly  with  the  golden  oak  woodwork.  The  pipe  organ  with 
thirty-four  stops  and  sixty-three  pipes,  made  by  the  Estey  Organ 
Company  and  costing  $3,500,  is  of  quarter-sawed  oak  case  with  bronze 
pipes.  It  is  twenty-four  feet  in  width,  sixteen  feet  high,  and  fills  the 
entire  organ  loft.  The  entire  property  is  worth  about  $50,000  and  is 
an  ornament  to  the  city,  and  a  credit  to  the  people  who  made  it  pos- 
sible to  erect  such  a  building  and  dedicate  it  free  of  debt. 

When  the  church  was  nearing  completion,  it  was  decided  to  secure 
the  services  of  Mr.  J.  W.  Powell,  to  plan  a  forward  movement,  and  ar- 
range for  securing  the  money  necessary  to  pay  for  the  building. 

For  seven  weeks  Brother  and  Sister  Lutz  worked  almost  day  and 
night  with  an  organization  of  the  Church  into  forty  committees, 
where  each  seemed  to  vie  with  the  other  to  render  the  best  service 
possible  in  awakening  a  deeper  spiritual  life  throughout  the  whole  com- 
munity. 

Just  when  all  seemed  ready,  what  appeared  to  be  a  great  disaster, 
befell  Austin.  On  Saturday  preceding  the  day  set  apart  for  raising 
the  money,  the  first  Sunday  in  the  dedication  services,  a  great  tornado 
visited  the  city,  destroying  much  property,  and  a  terrific  hailstorm 
devastated  the  farming  community  for  miles  around.    Telephone  wires 
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were  down,  the  streets  were  filled  with  the  branches  of  trees,  some 
buildings  were  demolished,  and  it  seemed  impossible  to  secure  a  con- 
gregation. However,  a  faithful  few  met  Saturday  evening,  remaining 
until  nearly  midnight  planning  and  praying  for  success  on  the  following 
day.  On  Sunday  morning,  it  was  again  difficult  to  get  the  trustees 
together.  They  finally  met,  however,  and  after  each  one  had  prayed, 
Brother  Powell  led  in  the  work,  which  continued  during  the  morning 
hour,  the  Sunday  School  hour,  the  hour  of  the  Epworth  League  and 
until  half-past  eleven  o'clock  Sunday  night,  the  services  being  attended 
by  nearly  one  thousand  persons.  During  the  day  and  evening  $25,000 
was  raised,  the  largest  single  subscription  being  $1,000.  Many  gave  as 
a  sort  of  thank  offering  that  their  lives  had  been  spared  during  the 
awful  storm  the  day  before.  It  was  a  time  of  rejoicing,  and  at  the 
close  Brother  Powell  organized  a  Methodist  brotherhood  numbering  one 
hundred  men. 

Services  were  planned  for  the  entire  week  following,  but  a  terrible 
flood,  which  so  affected  the  lighting  systems  that  the  city  was  left  in 
darkness,  prevented.  Only  two  services  were  held.  But  the  clouds 
lifted,  and  on  Sunday,  June  28,  the  dedicatory  services  proper  were 
held.  The  services  of  Bishop  Luther  B.  Wilson  and  Dr.  Henry  C.  Jen- 
nings had  been  secured.  Their  sermons  and  addresses  were  of  a  very 
high  order  and  the  ritual  service,  as  conducted  by  Bishop  Wilson,  was 
dignified,  and  profoundly  impressed  the  vast  congregation  present. 
Former  pastors,  Rev.  Alfred  Cressey,  E.  R.  Lathrop,  Drs.  S.  G.  Briggs 
and  F.  A.  Cone  and  the  District  Superintendent  assisted  in  the  ser- 
vices. The  people  in  and  out  of  the  church  rejoice  in  the  accomplish- 
ment of  this  great  work  and  recognize  the  splendid  leadership  and  wis- 
dom of  the  pastor,  Rev.  Geo.  W.  Lutz,  whose  untiring  efforts  made 
such  a  result  possible. 

We  regret  to  report  the  sale  of  a  church,  but  the  removal  of 
members  from  Utica  and  an  indebtedness  of  years  standing  made  it 
necessary  to  dispose  of  the  property,  which  was  done  to  good  advan- 
tage. All  debts  were  paid  and  some  money  left  for  the  Conference 
treasury. 

Three  of  the  veterans  live  within  the  bounds  of  this  district,  Dr. 
William  McKinley,  Rev.  Alfred  Cressey  and  Rev.  C.  H.  Norton.  All 
have  been  blameless  in  life,  faithful  and  helpful  in  their  relation  to  the 
local  church  and  ready  to  preach  when  opportunity  offered  and  health 
permitted. 

Dr.  McKinley's  services  have  been  in  constant  demand  and  he  has 
supplied  the  pulpit  of  our  own  and  other  churches  many  times  during 
the  year. 

I  wish  I  could  record  greater  victories  and  especially  richer  tro- 
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phies  in  the  salvation  of  men  and  rejoice  over  larger  triumphs  in 
righteousness,  but  I  am  not  despondent,  for  something  has  been  accom- 
plished and  more  men  have  a  conviction  of  Righteousness  today,  which 
promises  large  results  in  the  near  future. 

With  thanksgiving  to  Almighty  God  for  His  continued  favor  and 
to  preachers  and  people  for  their  hearty  co-operation  in  all  my  ef- 
forts to  advance  the  interests  of  the  Master's  Kingdom,  and  a  willing- 
ness, if  I  can  have  the  Episcopal  Sanction,  to  serve  one  more  year,  I 
submit  my  fifth  annual  report  for  the  Winona  District.

REPORT  OF  THE  ASBURY  AND  REBECCA  METHODIST  EPISCO- 
PAL DEACONESS  HOSPITAL  AND  HOME. 

The  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  has  in  Asbury  Hospital  an  in- 
stitution which  we  believe^  is  a  strong  agency  in  furthering  our  Lord's 
Kingdom,  and  in  rendering  complete  obedience  to  the  command,  "Preach 
the  Gospel;  heal  the  sick." 

We  call  special  attention  to  its  charitable  work.  The  sum  of 
$1,C88.65  was  this  year  spent  for  charity,  $910.63  of  which  was  contri- 
buted by  the  churches  and  by  individuals.  Aside  from  this  two  hund- 
red and  forty-four  patients  were  treated  in  the  free  dispensary. 

Inasmuch  as  this  hospital  aids  the  Church  in  giving  the  world  a 
true  conception  of  Christianity,  we  urge  every  church  and  pastor  to  aid 
by  their  prayers  and  sympathy  and  offerings. 

We  recommend  that  the  pastors  allow  Miss  Olive  Paul,  the  Deac- 
oness representing  the  hospital  the  use  of  the  churches  whenever 
desired.

EXTENSION. 

Your  committee  greatly  rejoice  in  the  splendid  work  that  is  being 
done  by  our  society  among  the  vast  foreign  population  of  our  great 
cities,  in  our  insular  possessions  and  on  the  frontier.  Our  church  is 
awekening  as  never  before  to  the  tremendous  importance  of  Home  Mis- 
sions and  Church  Extension.  If  the  world  is  to  be  won  for  Christ, 
America  must  be  held  for  Christ.  Here  is  the  strategic  center — the 
very  base  line  of  supply  for  alJ  missionary  endeavor.  Our  opportuni- 
ties are  boundless;  calls  for  help  come  from  all  directions.  More  than 
4,000  home  missionaries  are  being  sustained;  more  than  15,000  churches 
Lave  been  built  through  its  treasury.  In  our  own  conference  more 
than  $70,000.00  has  been  received  in  donations  to  build  churches,  to  say 
nothing  of  loans,  and  last  year  forty-one  of  our  charges  received  aid. 

Therefore  Resolved:  That  we  approve  of  the  action  of  the  last 
General  Conference  in  directing  that  our  Sunday  School  missionary 
money  shall  be  equally  divided  between  Foreign  and  Home  Missions.

REPORT  OF  CONFERENCE  DEACONESS  BOARD. 

A  Deaconess  Home  in  our  Conference  is  no  longer  a  question  of 
experiment,  but  for  a  period  of  fifteen  months  it  has  existed  and 
prospered,  demonstrating  by  the  good  accomplished  its  need  in  the 
Conference. 

Miss  Midcalf  and  Miss  Nelson,  who  were  in  the  Home  at  its  open- 
ing, are  still  with  us.  Miss  Martin  and  Miss  Pearson  severing  their 
connection  last  January.  The  others  now  in  the  Home  are  Miss  Perry 
who  came  last  February,  Miss  Ella  Orme,  a  graduate  of  the  Kansas 
City  training  school,  and  Miss  Leatha  Smith  of  the  Grand  Rapids, 
Mich.,  school,  have  recently  been  received,  making  a  family  of  five,  all 
the  present  Home  will  accommodate. 

The  Board  at  its  annual  meeting  recommended,  (subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Board)  that  Miss  Midcalf 
be  superintendent,  and  Miss  Perry  become  Conference  Deaconess  in 
Miss  Midcalf's  place.  Miss  Nelson  will  continue  to  meet  the  immi- 
grant trains  and  work  among  the  Swedish  people.    Miss  Orme  will  help 
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the  pastors  on  the  West  Side  of  the  city,  and  Miss  Smith  will  visit 
among  the  poor  located  in  the  vicinity  of  Central  Park. 

So  touching  have  been  the  stories  told  by  our  Deaconesses  of  the 
want,  sickness  and  suffering  in  our  midst  that  1,800  garments,  182  jars 
of  fruit  and  jell,  flowers,  and  sums  of  money  from  25  cents  to  $5, 
rwnounting  to  an  emergency  fund  of  $1G4,  besides  furniture,  toys,  pa- 
pers, magazines  and  bibles  have  found  their  way  to  the  Home,  and 
through  our  Deaconesses  bringing  sunshine  and  hope  into  many  a  home. 
Employment  has  been  secured  for  39  persons,  2,900  calls  have  been  made 
on  the  sick,  poor  and  in  the  hospitals  and  jails. 

A  liberal  response  has  been  made  to  the  call  of  the  Presiding

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STATE  OF  THE  CHURCH,  COUNTRY  AND  SABBATH  OBSERVANCE. 

W  ith  profound  gratitude  to  Almighty  God  we  note  many  things 
which  encourage  and  cheer  us.  Our  church  continues  to  grow  in  num- 
bers and  influence  and  is  looked  to  by  many  as  the  one  force  capable 
ui  saving  our  beloved  country  from  Papal  domination.  Wo  pray  God 
they  may  not  look  to  us  in  vain.  We  behold  with  joy  the  ever  in- 
creasing spirit  of  union  among  the  various  branches  of  'he  Protestant 
faith  and  frequently  pray  that  the  proposed  union  between  our  church 
and  the  Methodist  Protestant  and  United  Brethren  churches  may  be 
consummated.  We  are  gratified  also  in  the  manifest  spirit  of  union 
in  the  mission  fk  '.d.  The  success  of  the  Deaconesi  and  Brotherhood 
movements  are  encouraging  signs  of  the  times. 

The  General  Conference  has  clearly  stated  the  attitude  of  our 
church  toward  the  great  social  problems  of  our  age.  From  the  Disci- 
pline we  quote  as  follows:  "The  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  stands 
for  equal  rights  and  complete  justice;  for  all  men  in  all  stations  in 
life;  for  the  principle  of  conciliation  and  arbitration  in  the  industrial 
dissentions;  for  the  protection  of  the  worker  from  dangerous  machinery, 
occupational  diseases  and  mortality;  for  the  abolition  of  child  labor; 
for  such  regulations  of  the  conditions  of  labor  for  women  as  shall  safe- 
guard the  physical  and  moral  health  of  the  community;  for  the  sup- 
pression of  the  'sweating'  system;  for  the  gradual  and  reasonable 
reduction  of  the  hours  of  labor  to  the  lowest  practical  point,  with 
work  for  all  and  for  that  degree  of  leisure  for  all  which  is  the  con- 
dition of  the  highest  human  life;  for  a  release  from  employment  one 
day  in  seven;  for  a  living  wage  in  every  industry;  for  the  highest 
wage  that  each  industry  can  afford,  and  for  the  most  equitable  division 
of  the  products  of  labor  that  can  ultimately  be  devised;  for  the  re- 
cognition of  the  Golden  Rule  and  the  Mind  of  Christ  as  the  supreme 
law  of  society  and  the  sure  remedy  for  all  social  ills." 

In  the  matter  of  Sabbath  observance  there  is  in  many  places  much 
need  for  improvement.  Under  the  influence  of  material  prosperity  and 
the  corrupting  influence  of  millions  of  emigrants  from  lands  under 
the  sway  of  a  less-  enlightened  Christian  faith,  sad  inroads  have  been 
made  on  the  American  Sabbath.  We  urge  upon  our  people  the  sacred 
duty  of  holding  a  high  standard  before  these  strangers  within  •  our 
gates.  We  urge  the  banishment  of  Sunday  papers  from  our  homes 
and  of  Sabbath  desecrating  games  from  our  communities.

EPWORTH  LEAGUE. 

The  Epworth  League  is  no  longer  the  child  of  the  Church.  It  has 
passed  the  adolescent  period  successfully,  and  the  last  general  Con- 
ference sent  it  out  into  the  world  on  its  own  responsibility.  We  are 
convinced  that  this  was  done  none  too  soon,  and  that  the  organization 
has  profited  by  the  responsibility  of  taking  care  of  itself.  It  already 
shows  the  marks  of  its  adulthood.  First  of  all,  it  has  accepted  with  a 
hearty  good  will  the  responsibility  of  taking  care  of  itself,  instead  of 
accepting  money  which  otherwise  would  reach  the  Conference  Claim- 
ants. Then  it  continues  to  grow  at  the  encouraging  rate  of  over  500 
new  chapters  each  year.  It  is  growing  in  the  intensity  of  its  purpose 
nnd  is  striving  to  develop  its  members  into  intense  Christians  through 
its  Bible  and  Mission  study  classes,  and  its  insistence  that  each  mem- 
ber should  be  a  personal  evangelist  and  Christian  steward. 

This  year's  reports  show  that  many  of  the  Chapters  have  not  sent 
their  annual  dues  to  the  Central  office.  The  incompleteness  of  the 
blanks  used  at  this  Conference  may  be  responsible  for  this  but  the 
committee  recommends  that  as  soon  as  practicable  after  conference 
each  Chapter  shall  send  in  its  contribution  for  the  general  league  work 
for  the  ensuing  year. 

We  recognize  the  great  good  accomplished  by  the  Institute  held  in 
our  state  the  past  season,  and  express  our  desire  to  have  Secretary 
Randall  arrange  for  another  Institute  for  the  coming  summer,  and  that 
we  pledge  him  our  hearty  co-operation. 

We  recommend  the  continuance  of  the  Epworth  League  Confer- 
ence Board  of  Control.

Believing  that  the  Laymen's  Missionary  Movement  is  a  potential 
agency  in  this  great  work  we  respectfully  request  our  Conference  Board 
of  Foreign  Missions  to  co-operate  with  Conference  and  District  com- 
mittees in  organizing  a  Conference  Laymen's  Missionary  Convention  dur- 
ing the  early  part  of  1909.

TEMPERANCE  COMMITTEE. 

God's  kingdom  comes,  God's  day  "is  marching  on."  The  signs  of  its 
progress  multiply.  Among  the  most  obvious  of  them  is  the  widening, 
deepening,  swelling  tide  of  practical  and  prevailing  opposition  to  that 
direst  of  all  curses,  the  curse  of  the  liquor  traffic.  East  and  west, 
north  and  south  the  hosts  of  temperance  are  sending  up  the  cheer  of 
victory.  In  all  directions  the  brewer  and  the  saloon-keeper  are  throw- 
ing out  signals  of  distress.  For  all  this  we  thank  God  and  take  cour- 
age. 

And  yet  the  one  supreme  word  for  which  the  occasion  calls  is  not 
a  word  of  congratulation,  but  of  exhortation, — almost  a  word  of  com- 
mand. It  is  the  word  "Advance."  The  best  moment  for  the  forward, 
headlong  charge  by  which  victory  shall  be  finally  and  decisively  won 
is  the  moment  when  the  ranks  of  the  enemy  are  wavering  and  his  ban- 
ners reeling  in  the  fight.  That  moment  is  now  upon  us.  And  so  we 
come  to  you  in  this  high  hour  with  that  old  war-cry  of  the  Lord 
God  Jehovah  to  the  hosts  of  Israel,  "Go  Forward!"  This  is  the  word 
which  has  come  to  us,  and  which  we  now  bring  to  you.  And  so  far 
as  we  may  we  would  send  down  the  lines  to  our  comrades  everywhere, 
"Go  forward  until  ye  well  do  win  the  fight!" 

Your  committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following: 
Resolved,  That  we  commend  to -all  our  churches  the  work  of  the 
Temperance  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.    We  urge  each 
church  to  hold  a  temperance  anniversary  during  the  year  and  to  take 
a  collection  for  the  use  of  the  Temperance  Society. 
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And,  whereas,  the  "Inter-State  Liquor  Shipment"  bill  to  protect 
the  States  in  the  enforcement  of  their  valid  enactments  is  so  reason- 
able, and  the  sentiment  in  favor  of  it  so  strong  that  it  is  generally 
believed  that  it  will  pass  whenever  it  is  brought  to  a  vote;  and  whereas, 
though  pending  at  least  five  years,  Congress  has  not  yet  been  allowed 
to  vote  upon  it;  and,  whereas,  the  Speaker  virtually  controls  the  pro- 
cedure of  the  House: 

Therefore,  Resolved,  That  we  respectfully  petition  Congress  to 
puss  this  measure  in  the  form  approved  by  the  accredited  representatives 
of  the  Anti-Saloon  League;  and  that  we  advise  our  people  to  vote  for 
candidates  for  Congress  who  will  not  only  vote  for  this  measure,  but 
will  also  agree  to  support  for  Speaker  a  man  who  will  give  them  a 
chance  to  vote  upon  it.

THE  METHODIST  BROTHERHOOD. 

We  are  glad  to  welcome  the  organized  men's  movement  in  Metho- 
dism. The  Methodist  Brotherhood,,  authorized  by  the  last  General  Con- 
fprence,  makes  possible  the  organization  of  the  men  of  our  churches 
for  aggressive  work  among  men.  Inasmuch  as  this  organization  makes 
possible  the  federation  of  all  men's  organizations  already  existing  in 
our  churches,  we  therefore  recommend  that  all  such,  as  far  as  practi- 
cable, connect  themselves  with  the  central  organization.  We  further 
recommend  that  in  all  places  where  a  sufficient  number  of  men  can  be 
gathered  together,  that  the  Pastor  give  serious  consideration  to  the 
organization  of  a  Chapter  of  The  Methodist  Brotherhood.

SAMUEL  D.  KEMERER. 

Samuel  D.  Kemerer  was  born  in  1841  at  Lancaster,  Ohio;  was  con- 
verted in  his  twelfth  year;  entered  the  ministry  of  the  United  Bre- 
thren Church  of  Ohio  in  1859.  He  served  several  charges,  but  when 
the  call  for  volunteers  to  defend  the  Union  came  in  1862,  he  answered 
that  call,  and  served  as  a  private  soldier  and  chaplain  until  mustered 
out  at  the  close  of  the  war. 

In  1866  he  was  united  in  marriage  to  Mary  J.  Crandall.  To  this 
union  there  were  born  five  children,  namely:  D.  Wayland,  Edson  M., 
Rev.  Samuel  W.,  Rev.  Benjamin  T.,  and  Mrs.  Blanche  K.  Lord. 

In  1872  he  moved  with  his  family  to  Minnesota  and  served  a  num- 
ber of  charges  within  the  bounds  of  the  United  Brethren  Conference 
of  this  state.  He  was  for  several  times  elected  a  delegate  to  the 
General  Conference  of  that  church,  and  on  one  occasion  received  a  large 
vote  for  the  Episcopacy. 

In  1886  he  united  with  the  Minnesota  Annual  Conference  of  our 
church.  Here  he  labored  acceptably  and  efficiently  for  more  than  fifteen 
years,  when  he  took  a  superannuated  relation,  which  he  sustained  until 
the  time  of  his  death,  October  21,  1907.  His  funeral  was  conducted  by 
Dr.  J.  B.  Hingley  and  Rev.  M.  O.  Stockland  of  Aitkin,  Minn.  His  body 
was  interred  in  beautiful  Lakewood  Cemetery,  Minneapolis. 

Brother  Kemerer  had  a  rich  Christian  experience.  He  was  a  preach- 
er of  rare  simplicity  and  attractiveness.  As  a  pastor  he  was  brotherly 
and  thoughtful.  As  a  companion  he  was  loyal  and  devoted.  In  the 
home  he  was  kind  and  cheerful.  His  memory  lingers  as  a  sweet  per- 
fume. I  am  glad  that  I  knew  him  and  enjoyed  his  fellowship.  The 
Church  is  richer  for  his  ministry.  His  last  days  were  full  of  peace 
and  holy  triumph.

Situation     The  Woman's  College  of  Baltimore  is  situated  near  the  northern 

bounderies  of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  Md.,  in  one  of  the  best  residential 
sections,  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  above  tide-water. 

Buildings  The  buildings  are  seven  in  number — three  devoted  to  instruction  and 
administration,  three  to  residence.  All  are  new,  cheerful  and  commo- 
dious, erected  particularly  for  their  respective  purposes,  and  containing:  the  con- 
veniences devised  by  modern  architectural  science.

There  is  a  good,  modern 
working  library  of  about  ten  thousand  volumes,  while  half  a  million  volumes  are  at 
the  service  of  students  in  public  and  institutional  libraries  easily  accessible. 


Course  of  Study  The  course  of  study  includes  prescribed  subjects  and 
elective  subjects  in  about  equal  proportions.  Students  who 
wish  to  follow  particular  lines  of  study  are  enabled  to  lay  a  solid  foundation  for 
subsequent  specialization.  Elective  courses  are  offered  in  Greek,  Latin,  French, 
Spanish,  Italian,  German,  English  Literature,  including  Old  and  Middle  English, 
Mathematics,  Geology,  Mineralogy,  Physics,  Chemistry,  Botany,  Biology,  History, 
Economics  and  Sociology.  Upon  the  completion  of  a  course  usually  requiring  four 
years,  the  student  is  graduated  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts. 


Phvsical    Train-    Every  candidate  for  the  degree  is  required  to  pursue  a  course 
'  in  physiology  and  hygiene.  A  commodious  modern  gymnasium 

ing'  and  Hyg'iene  provides  systematic  exercises  according  to  the  Ling,  or 
Swedish,  method  under  careful  training  and  supervision  of  a 
physician  specially  prepared  in  mechanical  therapeutics.  Halls  are  provided  for 
basket  ball  and  courts  for  tennis  and  similiar  sports.  Care  is  taken  to  prevent  excess 
in  these  exercises. 

Fntranrp  These  are  the  usual  requirements  of  Eastern  colleges  and  should 

be  met  by  graduates  of  good  high  schools  in  which  at  least  one 
Requirements    language  in  addition  to  Latin  is  embraced  in  the  course  of  study. 

Certificates  of  preparation  which  furnish  full  details  will  be  con- 
sidered when  offered  by  schools  previously  accredited,  and  if  found  sufficient,  will 
be  accepted  as  substitutes  for  examination, otherwise  examinations  will  be  necessary. 
Certificates  of  the  College  Entrance  Examination  Board  are  accepted. 


Numbers  The  College  is  now  (1908)  entering  upon  its  twenty-first  session.  Its 
alumnse  number  seven  hundred  and  seventy-two.  Recent  graduating 
classes  have  numbered  from  sixty  to  seventy-nine.
